An  act  to  defray  the  expense  of  tho  Consti¬ 
tutional  Commission.

treasurer  of  this  state  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller, 
the  following  sums  :  for  the  expenses  of 
stationery,  printing,  postage,  Ac.,  meurred 
by  said  commission  in  the  j«irformance  of 
their  duties,  an  amount  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ;  to  the 
president  and  eoch  of  the  members,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  entire 
session,  or  proportionately  for  any  part  of 
the  session  ;  to  each  of  the  secretaries,  the 
sum  of  five  hnndred  dollars,  and  to  the  ser¬ 
geant-at-arms,  tho  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall 
take  effect  immediately.
